removed) to a balanced intake
of milk, meats, beans, barley,
wheat and a greatly reduced
amount of polished rice.

Eijkman, a medical officer sta-
tioned at Java, was astounded
at the large percentage of in-
mates in a Duteh prison who,
because of the paralysis of
beriberi, were unable to stand
erect or walk. Coincidentally, he
also noticed that the fowls in
the prison yards were similarly
afflicted with paralysis.
Rice Hulls Feeding

This led him 40 the suspicion
that perhaps the causative fac.
tor or factors might be found
lexistent in the diet of the in-
mates and in the feed of the
fowls. On investigation he learn-
ed that the feed of the fowls
consisted of the left-overs from
the prisoners’ tables and such
left-overs were chiefly polished
rice.

Rice polishings (the outer hull
of rice) were fed to the fowls
and the animals rapidly recov-
ered from the paralyzing dis-
ease. The feeding of rice hulls
to the inmates also produced
curative results. Eijkman had at
this early date proved through
his experiments that beriberi
was influenced by the lack of
some important element which
was contained in the rice hull

He had also demonstrated

29| that human beriberi could be

cured by supplying this factor
through the feeding of rice
hulls. Eijkman’s successor at
Java, Grinjs, continued the ex-
perimental work and succeeded
in curing beriberi in humans by
administering an extract of
beans. Beans also must contain
the mysterious something which
has the power to prevent and
cure beriberi.

The preference for pol-
ished rice exists to a great ex-
tent because of the people’s
taste; polished rice is more pal-
atable.
